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35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The recited "Use of is non-statutory subject 
matter, and "A method of using" is suggested. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e)the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-7, 9, 10 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over DE 198 01 442 A1 
(Gerst etal). 

US 6,426,377 (Gerst et al) is the counterpart of the above DE 198 01 442, and 
thus the examiner points out said US patent since it is in English. 

Gerst et al teach a resin emulsion obtained in the presence of the instant 
emulsifier, alkyldiphenyl ether disulfonate (Tradename DOWFAX 2A1) in table 1 
wherein butyl acrylate, methyl methacrylate and acrylic acid are seen, and said resin 
inherently possesses the instant MFT. Gerst et al teach ponderal median particle 
diameter (d 5 o) of 50 to 1000 nm, preferably 100-600 nm at col. 2, lines 37-57, and Tg of 
-80 to +100°C, in particular below 50°C at col. 3, lines 1-4. Thus, said particle 
diameter and Tg meet and encompass the instant limitation. The utilization of the 
instant copolymerizable monomers and amounts thereof and paints is taught at col. 5, 
lines 10-59. Especially, acetoacetoxyetyl (meth) acrylate is seen in lines 32-33. The 
use of a paint on the painted surface of exterior building in order to change color or 
cover up the worn out paint is a common practice is well known practice in the art, and 
the recited preamble, sealer, has little probative value. 

Thus, the instant invention lacks novelty. 

Claims 1-7, 9, 10 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Gerst et a I (US 
6,426,377). The instant invention lacks novelty as the same reason given above. 
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Claims 8 and 1 1-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US 5,102,946 to Chen et al teaches a stabilized chlorinated resin 
latex comprising a chlorinated resin and a salt of olefin copolymer in abstract and 
examples. The examiner does not see any motivation to substitute or add the resin of 
Gerst et in said patent.
